SIR, 
F the Notoriety of the Fa& did not exclude ail 
Argument to the Contrary, it would be hardly 
poffible to:conceive that any Body of Men, (profefi- 
ing themfelves Proteftants) could be fo blind to their 
own Intereft, fo thoroughly in-Love with Slavery 
and Tyranny, or fuch Enemies to the Church of 
England, as. to with to exchange the wife, juft, and 
moderate Government which we have at prefent 
the Happinefs to live under, for Popery and Ty- 
ranny under a cruel and bigotted Pretender, whofe 
Principles, as wellias his Intereft, muft oblige him 
to introduce and protect the Religion of the Church 
of Rome; Much.lefs;could any one believe it poffi- 
bie, it Jad Experience had not taught it him, that 
any Body of Men could be fo entirely divefted of 
every Principle of Humanity, and fo abandoned to 
every Kind and Degree of Wickednefs, as to.involve 
themfelves and their native Country in. the Guilt 
and, Horror of a Civil War ; to imbrue their Hands 
in the Blood of their, Neighbours and Country men, 
to violate the, moft facred Oaths, and incur, the 
horrible Guilt of wilful Perjury; in a Word, to 
introduce univerfal Horror and Defolation into the 
Land ; and all this,, meerly for the Sake of a few, 
abandoned, long exploded Principles, which the Ja- 
cobites :themfelves {eldom chufe, to own, and can 
never, defend 3: nays, when hard prefs’d, dg not fcru- 
‘ple to difavow.—A Reflcétion upon this, has led 
fome People to imagine, that great Numbers who 
pals under the Denomination of your Party, have 
no fettled Principles at all; and that others of them 
hofd fuch as. they dare not, profefs, and; uhder the 
Guife of Jacobites, are, in Reality, Roman Catho- 
licks.. ,Of thofe, who baveno Principles at all, 
there are many Sorts; fome, for Inftance, whofe 
Difaffection does not proceed from a particular Ha- 
tred to the prefent, or a particular Attachment to 
any other Family or Government; but meerly 
from an‘Abhorrence of all Government, and a 
Defire to break through all the Reftraints of Reli- 
gion, Morality and Laws, and to give an unbounded 
Loofe to every brutal Paffion, and every inordinate 
Luft, without Fear-of human Punifhment, or Dread 
of Divine Vengeance. Ina Word, to reduce us to 
that bleffed State of Nature which the Hotentots, 
and fome other Nations, live in at this Day ; where 
every Man doeth what) feemeth, right in his own 
Eyes, and is at full Liberty to practife every Vice, 
and gratify all his Paffions, without Difgrace- or 
Controul,, Others there are, and of ‘thefe nota 
few, whofe Difaffeétion, proceeds meerly from a 
Defire of Change, no Matter in whofe Favour, or 
by what Means it is effeéted.—Men of broken For, 
tunes, and ruined Reputations, who. have: nothing 


to hope for ander the prefent, and nothing to fear 
under any Altetation of Government: Whofe Af- 
fairs, in fhort, are fo defperate that no Change can 
be to them for the worfe; and théir Morals fo loofe 
and depraved, as to make it indifferent to them 
what Form of Religion or Government is efta- 
blifhed—whether Popery or Proteftantifin, abfolute 
or limited Monarchy,—In a Word, (fo as they can 
but ferve themielves by it) whether we fhall be 
Freemen or Slaves. —Laftly, the remaining Part of 
thofe who compofe this goodly Fellowthip, (and in- 
deed the only honeft Men among them) are the ig- 
norant and illicerate Vulgar, who, by the groffett 
Lyes, the vileft Infinuations, and the moft fcandal- 
ous Mifreprefentations that the Malice of Jacobites, 
or the Cunning of Jefuits could invent, have been 
deluded into a Party, whofe Principles (if they 
knew them) the moft Ignorant could not chufe but 
defpife, and whofe execrable Defigns in Favour of 
Popery and Slavery they. would certainly abhor, 
The former of thefe would be a Difgrace to any 
Doétrines but thofe of Popery, any Caufe but that 
of Tyranay, and any Party but that of Jacobitifm. 
The other is (1 flatter myfelf) far from being fo 
numerous as the Jacobites would infinuate ; and in- 
deed the few of that Rank who joined the Pretender 
in his late Attempt, and the Horror that prevailed 
fo univerfally among them, at the Rumour of his 
Approach, feems to me an undeniable Proof, that 
their. Number is indeed very inconfiderable, ‘The 
Truth is, the good People of England begin to fee 
they have been abufed: Their Eyes are opened ; 
the Delufion is wearing off a-pace, and will daily 
more and more, the more univerfally the Jacobite 
Principles are known, and their Confequences con- 
fidered. What Thanks therefore do you deferve 
from all Well-wifhers to. their Country, for fo pub- 
Jick and open a Declaration of the Principles of 
your Party, which feems fo fair a Prelude to their 
utter Extinétion in this Land. Thefe Principles 
which have hitherto fhunn’d the Light, and fculk’d 
about in Corners, or at beft have been but infinuated, 
oftén deny’d, and feldom openly profefs’d, are now 
publickly avow’d in a News-Paper, and communi- 
cated through the whole Ifland. And whatever Ad- 
vantages to the Caufe you or the Jacobite Party 
may expect will refult from it, I believe you will 
find yourfelves miftaken; and tho’ I fhall ever be 
ready to acknowledge your Candour and Ingenuity 
in this Procedure, (which I the more admire as 
they are Qualities very rarely to be met with in one 
of your Party); yet you muft excufe me if I ftill in- 
fift, that a more’likely Expedient to overthrow all 
future Hopes of the Party, you could not poflibly 
have invented.—For what! Can the moft rank Ja- 
cobite be ftupid enough to:flatter himfelf, that the 
Freeborn People of England, ‘remarkable above any 
other Nation for Good Senfe and Love of Liberty, 
will ever be brought tofwallow that monftrous Ab- 
furdity, fo repugnant to the Common Senfe of Man- 
kind, fo derogatory to the native Freedom of Human 
Creatures, fo oppofite to all the Principles of our 
Conftitution, and fo contrary tothe exprefs Declara- 
tion of Holy Writ—That Kings are by Divine Ap- 
pointment, and confequently their Title indefeafible. 
If they are fo, let them produce their Charter, and 
at leaft condefcend to tell us the Marks, by which 
we may difcover the Real from the Counterfeit. If 
they cannot. do this, let them be affured that, in 
the mean time, as we were born free, we will main- 
tain,our Liberty ; as-we were created rational, we 


will follow the Diétates of our dwn Reafon ; as we 
are blefs’d with an excellent Conftitution, we will 
preferve it inviolate; and as we yet enjoy the Ufe of 
the Bible, to that we will adhere. We will enter- 
tain more honourable Conceptions of that Eternal 
Being, the fupremely merciful God, than evér to let 
that become an Article of our'Belicf ; the vety Men~ 
tion of whith fills us with’ Horror,2~That. the 
greatelt T'yrants that ever plagued’ Mankihd, ia 
all their horrible Impicties, in all their exceflive 
Cruelties, in al! their foul Murders, in alltheie 
abominable Lufts, in all their mcnftrous Villanies, 
in all their general Devaftations, in every Act of 
publick Opprefion, or private Injuftice,—adted by 
Divine Appointment.—A moft daring’ and impious 
Affertion.—Let the Jacobites duly confider of it, 
and they will be filled with Confufion at its Blafa 
phemy. For to what doth this blafphemous A fler- 
tion amount to lefs, than that the fupreme all- 
merciful God hath given a Divine and Indefeafib'e 
Right to Kings to murder out of Wantonnefs their 
own Subjects, as a late Emperor of Aferocco, who 
is faid to bave flain Forty thoufand of his with his 
own Hands ; or to profcribe, without any Procefs of 
Law, as many of. the Nobility and Gentry as are 
obnoxious to them, in their arbitrary and wicked 
Deligns ; as Ayguftus Ca/ar, who, for this Reafon, 
profcribed great Numbers of the principal Senators 
of Rome; ar to facrifice to their Luft, or their Va- 
nity, to their Pleafure, or their Revenge, as many 
of their Fellow-Creatures as they think fit; as 
Nero did Hundreds of the Romans of all Ranks, of 
every Age, of each Sex, not fparing even his own 
Mother or Brother, his Wives, or their Children, 
Citizens or Foreigners, Friends or Enemies, Sena- 
tors or Plebeians, Kindred or Strangers, Old. of 
Young, Men or Women, all perith’d alike ; Death 
was the Lot of all, tho’ the Means were various: 
Not to infift on a thoufand Inftances of the like 
Nature, of Butcheries that heretofore have been, 
and are at this Day aéted, and acting in divers Parts 
of the World by the fole Command, and meeily to 
gratify the Luft, or fatiate the Revenge of thefe 
annointed Tyrants. | But if the abominable Lives 
of thefe Tyrants are’ not -fufficient, methinks at 
leaft their terrible Deaths fhould deftroy all their 
Pretence for Divine Commiffions. Such were the 
Deaths. of Antiochus; Seleucus, Demetrius, and 
others among the anticnt Syrians; of Cambv/es, 
Ochus, Sefi, Solyman, and~ others among ‘the 
antient and molern Perfians; of Tiberius, Cali- 
gula, Galba, Vitellius,. Otho, Domitian, &c. a- 
mong the Romans; of the Amuraths, Bajazets, 
Mahomets, Selymus’s, among the Turks; with 
numberlefs others, needlefs to mention, in all Parts 
of the World, and fome not very far from hence. 
Methinks, I fay, the Remembrance: of, the Tra 
gic End of thefe Prodigies in Imptety, fimould make 
even Jacobites bluth at leaft, if not tremble, in af- 
ferting that they acted by Divine Appointment. 

As one Abfurdity naturally begets another— 
hence hath arifen that monttrous Principle of un- 
limited paffive Obedience and Non Refiftance.— 
“Lwice within che Space of a Century, have our 
Conftitution, our Liberty, and our Religion, been in 
Danger of being deftroyed, by thefe very Princi+ 
ples, in the Reigns of King Charles the Fictt, and 
of his Son ‘ames the Second. In the former, a ftriét 
Adherence to them, on the Part of the King, a- 
gainit the Senfe of the Nation, and in open Vio- 
lation of the undoubted Rights of the People, joined 
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toa rigorous Exercife, and ifl-timed Enlargement 
of ecclefiaftical Difcipline, occafioned at length a 
Civil War, which ended in the Death of the 
King, and in the temporary Ruin of the Conftitu- 
tion. In the latter, they Jed the weak and un- 
happy King, by Nature a Bigot, and by Educa- 
tion a Papift, in Defiance of his Coronation Oath, 
to attempt the introducing Popery into the Church, 
and Tyranny into the State. God be praifed, he 
failed | and the Popifh Emiflaries who fpurred him 
on, were probably a Means defigned by the good 
and all-direéting Providence of God, to bring about 
the glorious and ever-memorable Revolution ; a 
moft aufpicious Event, by which our Liberties, our 
Conftitution, and our Religion, were eftablifhed on 
fo firm and folid a Foundation, that we truft the 
Malice of all our moft inveterate Enemies, will 
never be able to prevail againft either :—-T hat nei- 
ther the Pope and the Pretender, nor their Emif- 
faries and Tools, the Jefuits and Jacobites, with 
all their wicked, impious, and ignorant Adherents, 
combined together in the fame hellifh Scheme, 
againft our Religion, Laws, and Liberty, will 
ever fucceed in their flagitious Attempts, as long 
as there are any Remains of Good Senfe, any Zeal 
for the Conftitution, any Love of Liberty, or any 
Regard for the Proveftant Religion in Being among 
us. In fhort, ‘ill the whole Body of the People 
fall become fo depraved in their Underftandings, 
fo debauch’d in their Morals, fo corrupted by 
Wickednefs, and enervated by Luxury, as to pre- 
fer Darknefs to Light, Slavery to Liberty, Popery 
to Proteftantifm, and a defpotic Government to 
our prefent happy Conftitution. But God be prai- 
fed, this Scene of Defolation is, in all likelihood, 
as diftant, as | am fure it would be terrible. ‘Ihe 
Principles that lead to it lofe Ground dsily, and 
will, I flatter myfelf, be foon extirpated out of 
the Land; and neither the Principles themfelves, 
nor the Party that efpoufed them,,. be hereafter men- 
tioned, but with Deteftation, or heard of but in 
Derition.—Yes, 1 have that good, and,. I hope, 
jut Opinion of my Countrymen, that wherever 
any Paty fhall prefume to maintain fuch, abfurd 
Doctrines as thefe; Doétrines that lead direétly. 
to Slavery, and would fubjeé&t us to Popery, and 
in lude in them Blafphemy ; and efpecially if the 
Party that efpoufed fuch Doétrines, ftond out in 
direé&t Contradi&tion to their own Principles ; and 
while, with the molt flamelefs Impudence, they 


wire inculcating the flavifh Doétrine of Paflive 
Obedience to a bigotted. Tyrant, fhould yet be fo 
fupcrlatively wicked, as to engage in open Rebel- 
hon againft a mott excellent King, in dire&t Con- 


t » Gon to their own Principles, and in willful De- 
fiance of the folemn Oaths that Numbers among 
them had taken: Wheneves, I fay, fuch Princi- 
ples Mhall be efpoufed, and by fuch Men, (Princi- 
pcs fo abfurd, and Men fo abandoned) I doubt not 
but my Fellow-Subje&ts, as true Englifhmen, good 
Chiifti ns, Friends to the Church, and Lovers of 
th: C untry, will not fail to treat both the 


Dodtrines themfilves) and their Defenders, with. 


that thorough Contempt, and utter. Abhorrence, 
they fo jullly deferve.

they reach the Empire, will caufe the Affociated Cir- 
cles to take a vigorous Refolution upon the Manner of 
executing their reciprucal Engagements, in Spite of all 
the Efforts of French Emiffiries. ib.

. Impofition would have been almoft too grofs, efpe- 


cially in an Age which doth not greatly relith very 
outres Characters.’ The Conduét of the Sifter’ is 
ftill more ‘unnatural.’ A young Lady of Fathion 
would never have been brought even to converfe 
with a Woman under’ thefe- fufpicious' Circumftan- 
ces ; nor have been. contented: with fo. abfurd a 
Tale, which plainly appears to be, as it really is, a 
trumped-up Story : ‘The Beauty of Fidelia would 
have been no Recommendation of her to any of 
her own Sex, particularly’ to fuch as Ro/etta is de- 
feribed to-be; nor have taken off thofe bad Im- 
preffions which the moft candid: muft have received 
upon her firft Appearance. 

The Character of Faddle is likewife excep- 
tionable : For tho’ I do admit, that fome very forry 
Fellows have been admitted among their Betters, 
in the Light of .Buffooris,. who perhaps have been 
as‘ great Rafeals as Faddle himfelf, yet’ they do not 
thus*openly and plainly appear fo. Nor’ do F be- 
lieve fuch 2 Woman as Rofetid, or indeed any other 
young Lady, ever did or wou’d make Choice of a 

ellow of this kind ‘to create’ Jealoufy in a Lover ;, 
fince fhe muft greatly demean herfelf by fuch Con- 
du&. Again, the Behaviour of - the Colonel to 
Faddle, im the Prefence of his Miftrefs, is altoge- 
ther as improper, and foreign to the Manners of 
upper Life. 

Thefe I think are the principal Objetions ;_is- 
deed all which appear to me of any Moment. 

Now, on the other Side, the Story of Fidelia is 
extremely pretty and ‘interefting : Her Charaéter is 
highly amiable, her Diftrefs very tender and affeét- 
ing, and the Incidents which occafion it are very 
naturally and: artfully contrived. The Character 
of young Belmont is very finely drawn. The Strug- 
gles between a virtuous Difpofition and vitious Ha- 
bits are moft nobly and ufefully painted: The Re- 
demption from evil, by the confcious Shame which 
réfults from having a:bafe Action’ fet before him in 
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igs -true-and petuine Deformity, fhews great Know- 
of Human Nature in thé Author ; and per- 
haps fomething which is yet more to his Honour. 

The Change from, bad to good is, I think, more 
artfully brought about here, than in any other 
Play, and the Scene which leads to it is one. of 
the fineft upon our Stage. 

The whole Play abounds with generous and 
worthy Sentiments, ahd. the Didtion is every where 
lively and full of much Wit and Spirit. 

As to the’malicious Infinuations of  Plagiarifins 


they do not ‘deferve an Anfwer: They are indeed _ 


made in the true Spirit of modern Criticifm, 

Of the fame Kind is all that hath been faid con- 
cerning the Confufion in the, unravelling the Plot. 
Tndeed the Art with which, the Plot is condutted, 
fhe Degrees by which it opens, the Incidents which 
occur in the Progrefs, and which at  laft produce 
the final Difcovery, deferve great Commendation.

fohabitants principally refide, are exceeding rich and 
fruitful: Bur even the Barrennefs of the Mountains is 
more than campenfated by the rich Mines of Copper 
and Lead, &c. which lie buried there, and whieh, with 
due Knueouragement, would prove an unexhauilible’Fund 
ef Wealh to the Nation. 

As to the Situation of this Country, it confills of the 
Main Land and adjacent IMlands: Some of the Iflands 

: large, above 100 Miles in Circumference, and con- 
tain a great Number of Inhabitants, and are full of 
Crecks comimodious for Shipping 5 and the main Land is 
in many Places incerlected with great Inlets of the Sea, 
called Lochs or Lakes, which penetrate for 30 or 40 
Miles into the Couutry, and are navigable by the largett 
Ships; fo that the Whole of this Country. may be con- 
fidered as one continued Shore, without any confiderable 
Extent of inland Country.

Phe next Article I fhall mention is the great Quantity 
of Woods which thoot up in different Places: ‘Thefe have 
the fame Advantages with refpeét to Labour, and the 
Conveniency of Water.carriage, and yet at prefent turn to 
little Account, tho” they are of the beit Sort. I myfelf have 
{cen Pir-Trees in thofe Parts of 8 and 9 Feet in Circum- 
ference, and proportionally high, and fufficient in Num- 
ber and Quality to afford Mails to the Royal Navy, 

As to Fitheries, I fhall only mention the immenfe 
Quantities of Cod, Herrings, Salmon, and other kinds of 
Fith, with which thofe Northern Seas are fo amply re- 
plenif'd: This is not the lealt material Article; the 
Importance of it, efpecially to a Maritime Power, is 
univerfally acknowledged, therefore I need fay no more 
on this Head, except that the Number of Iflands, Creeks 
and Havens with which thefe Seas abound, efpecislly on 
the Weflern Coaft, might afford Means of carrying on a 
Fifhery there more commodioufly, and to more Advan- 
tage, than in any other Place I know of. 

Add to this, that where Bufinefs of this Import is 
~~ carry’d on, and all Hands employ'd, the Spirit of Indufiry 


would prevail among the Women and Children, who 
might be employ’d in Manufacture of coarfe Woollen 
and Linnen ; the latter of which may be forwarded by 
the Britis Linnen Company, who have already, in a 
fhort lime, advanced greatly the Article of Ofnabergs, 
both in Quantity and Quality, to the Satisfaction of the 
We/t-India Meichants, 

‘This being the Cafe, a Queftion will naturally occur, 
to wit, Why have thefe natural Advantages produced 
hitherto no Benefit to the Highlands in particular, or to 
the Nation in general ? 

lanfwer, for two Reafons; Firft, the Inhabitants have 
neither Knowledge or Experience to conduct fuch Un- 
dertakings, nor Money fufficient to fupport them. dly, 
Strangers will not chufe to fettle, or adventure their Ef- 
fects in the Highlands, unlefs under due Regulations for 
the Security of their Independency and Property. 

Religion, Liberty, and Property are the great Incite- 
ments to Induitry, good Neighbourhood, and Submiffion 
to the Laws ; and if thefe were eftablifh’d in the High- 
lands of Scotland, the Arts of Peace would flourifh, and 
the Sweets derived from thence would foon diffufe them- 
felves, to the great Improvement of that Country in 
Manners, Traffick and Wealth ; and as the Legiflature 
feems at prefent defirous to fecond his Majefly’s moft 
gracious Intentions for the Purpofes aforefaid, it is hoped 
that any Hinc or Propofal for promoting fo good aWork 
will not be unacceptable. 

I fhall therefore, without further \pology, with great Sub- 
miflion, propofe that 10,000 Acres of Land be purchafed 
by the Public in 50 different and proper Places, (making 
200 Acres in each Place) to be erected into 50 Town- 
fhips, with certain Immunities and Privileges. 

That 50 Houfes be built, one in each Townfhip, and 
divided into three Parts, viz. a large Hall for public 
Woithip, a Lodging for a Minifter, a Part for a Free- 
School, and Lodging for the School-matter ; the whole 
Houle not to exceed 3001. in Colt. 

Vhat 50 Minilters be appointed at 301. and as ma- 
ny School-matters at 10.1. per Ann. each, making in all 
20001. per Ann. 

‘(hat every Minifter have 4 Acres, and every School- 
mifter 2 Acres; and every Family coming to fettle by 
building a Houfe in the Townfhip fhall have one Acre 
of Ground gratis, which Acres fhall be inclofed by them- 
felves with qn earthen Wall, and a Hedge of Furze or 
Broom, with a Divifion in the Middle, one half to be 
for the Houfe and Pot-Garden, and the other half to be 
prepared and fown with Flax feed; every Minifter to 
have z Acres,and every Schoolmafter to have 1 Acre, for 
Flax ; and the Seed for all thefe Acres to be given them 
gratis, upon the Condition that the fame Quantity of 
Flax-feed fhall be fown every Year at their own proper 
Expence. 

The Sheriff of every County where fuch Townfhips 
fhall be, may have a Deputy for every ‘Townfhip,- who 
fhall have the Care’ of it, and adminifter Juitice. 

‘That when any Families come to fettle in thefe 
Townhhips, all the untaken up, or unemploy’d Acres, 
fhall be acommon good, for the Ufe of thofe who fhall 
be there fettled, untill the whole fhall be employed. 

As to the proper Situation of fuch Townthips, they 
ought to be chiefly upon the Sea-fhore, or near it, or at 
the Head of thofe Lochs and Bays abovementioned, on 
Account of Navigation and Fithing, as well as Manu- 
faétures, which may thereby be eafily tranfported, alfo 
the Fifhing would help them to live. 

The Long-Ifland, above 1co Miles in length, the 
Ifles of Skey, Wlull, and Ifay, about 100 Miles in Cir- 
cumference each, and the Main Land from Faro-Head 
to Cantire, about 2co Miles, have not one Town ; and 
half the Way of the latter, being to the Point of drd- 
namurchen, is a very rugged Ceaft and Country, yet 
there are feveral fine Lochs or Lakes, and thefe Places 
might be very commodious and proper for Settlements, 

The faid tocoo Acres of Land, lying in fuch remote 
uncultivated Places, might be purchafed ata fmall Ex- 
pence, and all of it in a fhort Time may be employ’d 
and improv’d, fo as to render every Year a Profit to the 
Nation, more than the whole Purchafe and Charge in 
making the Eftablifhment: But I fhall not pretend to 
make an accurate Computation, tho’ it may be eafily 
guefs’d at, with many other good Effeéts which are not 
here pointed out. 

A Place for public Worfhip, a Minifter, a Free- 
School, a finall Property, a Commonalty, with feveral 
Immunities and Privileges, will be Inducements for ma- 
ny to refort to thofe Places, and embrace the Offers of 
Liberty, Property, and Religion, which will produce 
Honelly, Peace, Indattry, Loyalty and Riches. 






Thefe Settlements being made chiefly apon or near 
the Shore, at the Head of Lakes, will natorally excite 
the Fithery, as the Flax which they grow, will lead 
them to {pinning and making of Linnen: Alfo thefe 
may be proper Places for Miners, Labourers: for the 
Woods and other Bufinefs, which will induce Tiadef- 
men to fettle amongft them. 

_ Another Motive for this Care, even of the Extremi- 
ties of the Nation, is, that if any Evil lies‘ furking 
there, it may fometimes endanger the principal Parts : 
We have had in our Time Inftances of .it, particu- 
larly in the late unnatural Rebellion, when the Capital 
Was put into a Pannic and Confternation that will not 
foon be forgot ; to prevent the like for the future, and 
the immenfe Charge occafioned by it, is worthy the 
Care and Attention of the Public. 

And this Mention of the Rebellion heads me to fuggeft 
a Fund for the above Putpofes, to wit, The forfeited 
Eftates in Scot/and, which, as they ate to be vefted in 
the Crown, may be charged with 2cool. per Annum, 
for the Minifters and Schoolmafters Stipends ; alfo for 
what.may be neceffary to accomplifh the ref of this 
Propofil. ’
